EXHIBITIONS. 
CANADA. 
H.M. Trade Commissioner for Canada (Mr. R. Grigg) has for- 


warded the following information relative to 
Toronto =the Toronto Exhibition :— 

Exathition. The Toronto Exhibition began in |]879 as an 
agricultural show and has been held annually ever since. It has 
grown in importance, and is now described as the Canadian 
National Exhibition. Agricultural shows are held in many 
Canadian towns, but none of them have attained the importance 
which attaches to the Toronto Exhibition. 

Important United States exhibits and exhibits by American 
firms having branches in Canada are made year by year, while 
British exhibits are very trifling. An increase of British exhibits 
is greatly desired in future, and it is believel that an increased 
sale of British goods would result therefrom. 

The exhibition is open for two weeks in late August and early 
September of each year. During these two weeks excursion rates 
are given to Toronto over all lines of travel in Canada from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, as well as by the Passenger Associations 
controlling all lines in the United States east of Denver. The 
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Ealuibitions. 
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Transatlantic Transportation Companies also recognise the im- 
portance of the exhibition, and freight consigned to it from Europe 
is carried both ways for one first class freight rate, 

In 1879 the revenue amounted to 57,296 dols., while in 1908 
the amount was 234,127 dols. The grounds of the exhibition 
consist of 260 acres, situated close to the city. The buildings 
comprise structures of brick, stone, concrete, and steel, the total 
length of fioor space being 312,810 feet. 

Each year brings a demand for larger space for exhibition 
purposes. Last year a ‘‘ Provinces Building” was constructed, in 
which the provincial governments of Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, 
Quebec, Ontario, Saskatchewan and Alberta displayed the resources 
and products of their provinces, This year a new “ Transportation 
Building” has been added to give automobiles and motor boats a 
space which their growing importance demands. 





BRITISH INDIA, 


According to the official ‘ Indian Trade Journal” (Calcutta) of 29th 
Seene July, it is notified in the ‘‘ Mysore Gazette” 
Exhibition that the Dasara Exhibition will commence 
; this year on 18th October and close on the 
3lst. The cattle show will begin on 25th October and close 
on the 28th. It may be observed, says the ‘‘ Indian Trade 
Journal,” that the show generally offers a good opportunity for 
people desirous of purchasing good specimens of Mysore cattle ; 
but the primary aim of the committee is to impart to the Exhibition 
an educative character, and to bring together articles, machinery 
and processes, the use of which it is desirable to bring to the notice 
of the “ raiyat,” the artisan, and the manufacturer, by actual demon- 
stration. As, however, the exhibition of a single specimen may 
not afford full information, and may not be sufficiently attractive to 
the visiting public, articles intended for sale will also be admitted.

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BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Mexico, Guadalajara—The following information has _ been 
received from the British Vice-Consul at Guadalajara (Mr. P. G. 
Holms) :— 

The State of Jalisco, of which the city of Guadalajara is the 
capital, has an area of 31,855 square miles. According to the 
census of 1900, the population of Guadalajara was then 101,208. 
while the population of the State of Jalisco was given as 1,158,891, 
It is expected that the census to be taken in 1910 will showa 
population of fully 110,000 for the city, and of 1,350,000 for the. 
State. After the city of Mexico, Guadalajara is the wealthiest and 
most populous centre in the Republic, and the State of Jalisco has 
a greater number of inhabitants than any other State of the 
Union. 

With regard to the trade of Guadalajara, Mr. Holms states that since 
retail ironmongers’ shops are in German hands, retail drapery stores 
in French hands, and retail groceries in Spanish or American hands, 
the volume of British trade only becomes apparent after an inspection 
of the stock on hand, when the varied number of articles of British 
origin can be gauged. It may be remarked that the Mexican is 
now reaching that attitude of critical attention to the quality of 
the goods supplied to him which must always make for the increas- 
ing popularity of British manufactures. Cheapness, as always, is 
of course an object, but it is not the prime object with all classes, 
rich and poor, as in former days.

Costa Rica.—H.M. Minister for Costa Rica reports that the 
mercantile business of San José is practically in the hands of 
German and Spanish merchants. There are four native firms and 
only two British firms, who act as commission agents, but do not 
import any merchandise for sale. ‘T’'wo German houses, the largest 
in the city, between them work with a capital of 300,000/. The. 
total value of the sales of general merchandise imported into San 
José aggregates 800,000/. per annum, and of the whole Republic 
about 1,300,000/., as against total exports valued at about 
1,900,000/. per annum. The percentages of imports (by value) in 
1907, classified according to the countries of origin, show that 
45 per cent. of the trade of the country is with the United States, 
23 per cent. with the United Kingdom, 11 percent. with Germany, 
5 per cent. with France, while the remainder is divided amongst 
Spain, Italy, Belgium, and other countries. This shows that, in 
Costa Rica at any rate, the nationality of the individual does not 
entirely decide the origin of the importations, for although 
German and Spanish merchants predominate in the volume of the 
local sales, the percentage these two countries combined have of 
the import trade is only 13 per cent.

LICENCES REQUIRED BY “AGENTS OF FOREIGN 
FIRMS” IN CAPE COLONY. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner in South Africa (Mr. R. Sothern 
Holland), in a recent communication, calls attention to a judgment 
of the Supreme Court of Cape Colony regarding “licences required 
by agents of foreign firms.” This judgment establishes that a 
person in possession of a licence as ‘“‘ importer” need not take out a 
further licence as an agent for a foreign firm, and moreover, that a 
merchant or any other individual need not abstain from applying 
for a licence as an importer until he has imported goods to the 
value of 1,200/. (the amount allowed to be imported before an 
importer’s licence becomes necessary by law), and that the Govern- 
ment must issue an importer’s licence at any time on application.

The imports of motor cars into Egypt in 1907 showed an 
increase on those for 1906, due to an unusual demand in the 
earlier months of the former year. Asa result of this “ boom” 
the total value of the trade (cars and spare parts) in 1908 
fell from ££ 128,400 to £E 53,300, there being a difference of 
143 in the number of cars imported. Although the statistics 
plainly show the hold French cars have on the Egyptian market, 
the actual figures are somewhat misleading, as it is understood, 
on good authority, that a number of cars credited to the United 
Kingdom are really of French origin, but are shipped from the 
United Kingdom. Certain makes of car are well known on the 
market, and it is thought that new makes of English cars could 
only be introduced by giving a certain amount of credit, say 50 
per cent. of the purchase money down, and the balance when a 
sale was effected. 

According to reports, the motor trade in Egypt is beginning to 
brighten a little. At present Europeans appear to be the buyers 
rather than the rich young natives. Except in the case of private 
electric cars, which are entirely exempted, all automobiles in 
Alexandria and Cairo must be registered and numbered. The 
registrations in force in June showed that in Alexandria there were 
181 private cars, 16 motor omnibuses, 16 motor waggons and no 
motor cabs; in Cairo there were 501 private cars, 28 motor 
omnibuses, 5 motor waggons and 38 taxi-cabs, 5 of which were 
electrically driven. 





OIL INDUSTRY OF GALICIA. 


H.M. Consul-General at Vienna has forwarded the following 
information relative to the Galician oil industry :— 

The year 1908 was an eventful one in the Galician oil industry, 
being marked by greatly increased production and such unprece- 
dentedly low prices that many of the producers were threatened 
with ruin. The Austrian Government finally came to the rescue 
with active assistance, which has helped towards again putting the 
industry on a sound basis. By the end of 1907 the price of crude 
oil had fallen to 1s. 3d. per 100 kilogs. During the first three 
months of 1908 there was a slight rise in prices, but in April and 
May a number of new wells were struck, and the enormous 
over-production which followed caused the greatest embarrassment 
to the industry, while the existing storage and railway transport 
arrangements proved totally inadequate. 

In view of the critical condition of the industry, the Austrian 
Railway Minister visited the oil district and promised to introduce 
the use of oil instead of coal on the State railways in Galicia; he 
also arranged for improved transport facilities. A provincial asso- 
ciation of oil producers, representing 80 per cent. of the total 
production, was formed, and this body made a contract with the 
State railways for the delivery of 220,000 metric tons of oil per 
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Oil Industry of Galicia. 





annum. ‘The railway authorities, however, found that it was nct 
safe to use the oil in its crude state in railway locomotives, but that 
the benzine would have to be extracted first. The Producers’ 
Association had not the capital to build the necessary works for this 
process or the new reservoirs required ; accordingly, the Govern- 
ment undertook to build a factory for extracting the benzine at 
Drohobycz, and to lease it to acartel of the Austrian refineries 
which is being formed, and which will undertake to purify the oil 
for the use of the State railways. The State will pay the Producers’ 
Association direct fur the raw oil required at a price considerably 
higher than the present market price, and which has been fixed 
with reference to the cost of the coal that would have been 
required for the locomotives. The State will further build the 
reservoirs and lease them to the oil miners at a rate just sufficient 
to cover the interest and amortisation of the capital. 

The Government has introduced a Bill in the Reichsrath by 
which a concession will in future be necessary for carrying on the 
business of storing, handling and refining raw oil in Austria, and 
the provincial authorities will be empowered to refuse this concession 
at their discretion. 

In 1908 the amount of crude oil produced in Galicia was 
1,734,235 metric tons, as compared with 1,175,974 tons in 1907 
and 760,443 tons in 1906: 15,906 metric tons of mineral oils 
were imported into Austria-Hungary in 1908, as compared with 
18,816 tons in 1907 and 27,399 tons in 1906; and 370,600 tons 
were exported in 1908, as compared with 217,258 and 195,885 tons 
respectively in 1907 and 1906. 

The export of mineral oils from the Monarchy, chiefly in the 
shape of refined petroleum or benzine, has risen enormously during 
the last few years, having increased proportionately more rapidly 
than the total production, of which it now forms about the fifth 
part. Nearly two-thirds of the export are sent to Germany; then 
follow France, Switzerland, Turkey, Italy, and the United Kingdom, 
the Jast-named country only taking 4,500 tons. 

In 1906 12,521 tons of paraffin wax were produced in Austria, 
of which 11,371 tons were exported; in 1907 15,937 tons were 
produced, the export being 14,737 tons, and in 1908 28,520 tons 
were produced and 27,220 tons exported, of which 1,660 tons went 
to the United Kingdom. 

The total production of ozokerite in Boryslaw dnring 1908 was 
2,050 tons; of this 675 tons were shipped from Hamburg and 
Stettin to America and the United Kingdom, and 1,222 tons were 
consumed on the Continent.

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BEAN CROP OF MANCHOURIA. 


Hints to Shipowners as to Charterparties for Vladivostok. 


Referring to the notice on p. 341 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 12th August relative to the bean crop of Manchuria, 
the following further information on the subject, containing some 
suggestions to shipowners as to the terms of charterparties of 
vessels taken up for the export of beans from Vladivostok, has 
been received from H.M. Vice-Consul at that port (Mr. R. M. 
Hodgson ) :—— 

Reports up to date (31st July) as to the condition of the coming 
crop of soya beans in Northern Manchuria are very favourable. 
‘The beans are at present in flower, so that it is early yet to predict 
| with any certainty the quality of the harvest, but all advices so far 
are to the effect that, unless spoilt by heavy late rains, the crop 
should be a particularly gcod one. As to its probable amount, 
there is much difference of opinion; a considerably larger area 
| than usual has been planted, and the most trustworthy reports 

point to a crop from 20 per cent. to 50 per cent. larger than 
last year’s being expected. This would mean a total of from 
1,000,000 to 1,400,000 tons. It is being offered at 32 copecks 
per pood (about 2s. 1d. per ewt.). 
; The export through Vladivostok of the 1908 crop is not yet 
entirely finished, some 20,000 tons still being stored there for 
shipment. The amount sent to Europe through Vladivostok so 
far has been 180,000 tons, and the greater part of this has 
been for the English market, although one full cargo went to 
Hamburg, and various small consignments to Scandinavian ports. 
The price, at the time of writing, was 72 copecks per pood (4s. 8d. 
per cwt.) f.o.b. Vladivostok, this charge being made up more or 
less as follows :-—

It is to be noted that the rate from Kharbin to Vladivostok is 
| given as 184 copetks, but, as a matter of fact, a reduced rate of 
154 copecks per pood is conceded by the Chinese Kastern Railway 
during the navigation season on the Amur River so as to prevent 
competition vid Nikolaievsk. 

There is every prospect of the bean trade in North Manchuria 
developing into a complicated and highly speculative business. 
The industry has created interest in many quarters, with the result 
that the number of buyers is increasing. American firms 
have recently entered the market. German firms, in view of 
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Bean Crop of Manchuri. 





the repeal of the duty on beans in Germany, will undoubtedly buy 
largely ; while a well known Japanese firm, by far the largest 
operators till now, are believed to be preparing for export on an 
even greater scale than hitherto. The tendency promises to be for 
Chinese merchants to get the business into their own hands, buying 
from the local producers and selling again to the European firms. 
At present the practice is for the agents of these last to go into 
the country and buy with Chinese measurements and money. ‘The 
business is a very difficult one, and several firms engaging in the 
business for the first time have bought their experience dearly. 

Ship-owners would be well advised, if possible, to change in one 
point the terms of the charterparties of vessels taken up for the 
export of beans from Vladivostok. At the most only six berths 
are available for loading, and it has often happened during the 
past season that nine or ten steamers chartered for this trade have 
been lying in the port together. As the charterparty has in 
nearly every case hitherto provided for lay-days to commence only 
on the ship getting into berth at the option of the charterer, it has 
resulted that ships have frequently had to lie idle for three or four 
weeks at the owner’s expense, It would seem advisable for 
owners, where possible, to insert a clause in future charterparties 
making lay-days to start from a fixed date. It is to be noted 
that there is no difficulty in loading from lighters at Vladivostok. 
At the low rates of freight prevailing in the early part of the pre- 
sent year—as low as 21s.from Vladivostok to a port in the United 
Kingdom—the detention of a steamer during several weeks with- 
out demurrage must have proved anything but a blessing. 

A small point to which the attention of masters is directed 
is the practice of shippers at Vladivostok to call a survey 
on the dunnage of vessels, and to seek to charge the ship 
with the expense. It is hardly necessary to point out that 
such a charge is quite unjustifiable. Charterparties call for dun- 
nage to be to the satisfaction of the charterers. If the charterers 
are unable to decide for themselves whether they are satisfied or 
not without the assistance of a survey, there can be no possible 
objection to their calling a survey; to attempt to saddle the ship 
with the expense is, however, quite unreasonable. As a matter of 
fact, it is hard to see what good purpose such surveys can serve, for 
no attempt is generally made to get persons of real competence to 
hold them, and their weight at port of destination in cases of cargo 
arriving in a damaged condition must necessarily be nil.

HONG KONG. 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of an Ordinance (No. 16 
of 1909), dated 25th June, which amends the 
law regarding the importation, exportation and 
sale of opium in Hong Kong. 

Under the present Ordinance, provision is made, inter alia, that 
no person (other than the opium farmer, by consent of the 
Superintendent of Imports and Exports) shall bring into the 
Colony any prepared opium, dross, dross opium or halan, and no 
person may export prepared opium or dross opium therefrom, to 
any country or place to which it is lawful to export the same, 
except permission in writing has been first obtained from the 
Superintendent of Imports and Exports. 

Every importer for exportation from the Colony of morphine or 
any compound of opium shall, on importation thereof, make a 
declaration before the Superintendent of Imports and Exports as to 
the place or port of destination of such morphine, &c., and no such 
person shall thereafter break bulk or otherwise gain. access to the 
same prior to exportation.

The provisions of these Regulations, so far as 
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VENEZUELA—continued. 


they affect the importation of goods into Venezuela, are as 
follows :— 

Article 19.—The importation of the following goods proceeding 
from areas infected with cholera or plague is forbidden, whatever 
may be their condition and although they may be in postal 
packets : 

(a) Articles of personal or domestic use, not new, used linen, 
worn clothes, bedding, &c., excepting those carried as baggage and 
owing to change of residence. 

(b) Old rags, carpets, used lace; but rags coming from infected 
areas shall be admitted when they are imported in hydraulically 
compressed packages with metal bands. New waste of tissues 
or thread from industrial manufacturing establishments, new arti- 
ficial wool, or new waste paper, shall not be regarded as rags nor, 
in consequence, is their importation forbidden. 

Articles of personal and domestic use carried as baggage, or 
owing to a change of residence, shall not be subjected to disinfec- 
tion save in the case where, owing to circumstances which have 
been remarked on board, they could, in the opinion of the Director 
of Health, be considered as infected or suspected of infection. 

Goods not included in the foregoing category and transported by 
sea loose, without packing, or with defective packing, which, 
during the voyage, have been in contact with rats known to be 
plague-infected, shall be disinfected. If disinfection is not pos- 
sible, they shall be held in deposit in some isolated part of the port, 
or on a pontoon, for a period not exceeding two weeks from the 
date when they are unloaded. ‘This without prejudice to the 
measures applicable to the vessel which has transported them in 
accordance with the provisions of the present regulations. 

Article 20.—The goods mentioned in the preceding Article 19, 
which are only to pass through the Republic en route for other 
localities, may be allowed disembarkation and transport in 
transit, if the packages are in good state and in such condition as 
not to require manipulation during the journey. 

Article 21.—Correspondence, excluding postal parcels, shall not 
be submitted to disinfettion or any other restrictive measures. 

Article 79.—All goods arriving in a ship with a clean bill of 
health shall be admitted to free circulation, except such as are 
indicated in the following Articles, or also in case the ship, although 
it has a clean bill of health, has not successfully passed the medical 
inspection. 

Article 80.—Dried or fresh hides in the rough, hair of animals, 
and, in general, animal products, even when there is a clean bill of 
health, may be the object of measures of disinfection to be 
determined upon by the sanitary inspector. 
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VENEZUELA — continued. 


Article 81.—When there is on board organic matter susceptible 
of transmitting contagious diseases, if it is impossibie to disinfect 
it, and it is dangerous to give it free pratique, the Sanitary 
Inspector shall order its destruction, after having certified in a 
“ procés verbal” the necessity of the measure, setting forth therein 
the observations of the owner or of his representatives. 

Artwle 82.—Disinfection shall be obligatory in the following 
cases :— 

1. Soiled or used bedding, clothing, linen, transported as mer- 
chandise. 

2. Old carpets. 

3. Rags and old cloths for paper, unless placed in the follow- 
ing classes, when they shall be admitted to free pratique :— 

(a) Rags pressed by hydraulic force, transported in 
packages, bound with iron bands, unless the Sanitary 
Authority have legitimate reason to consider them infected. 

(6) New waste matter which proceeds directly from 
weaving, knitting, cutting or bleaching establishments ; artifi- 
cial wools and new paper waste. 

Article 83.—Merchandise disembarked from ships with a foul 
bill of health, shall be considered contaminated, and for this cause 
the Sanitary Inspector shall order their disinfection in the lazaret 
or in the pontoons. 

Artule 84.—Merchandise proceeding from infected countries 
shall be admitted to transit without disinfection, provided always 
that they possess a covering that avoids all danger of transmitting 
infection. 

Article 85.—Letters and correspondence, printed matter, books, 
newspapers, and other business papers (except postal parcels) shall 
not be submitted to any restrictions and disinfection. 

Article 86.—Live animals other than cattle may be the objects of 
disinfection. 

Article 87.—Certificates of origin may be required for animals 
embarked on ships coming from ports in the neighbourhood of 
ports in which an epidemic is prevalent.

ITALY, 


H.M. Embassy at Rome has forwarded a copy and translation of 
an Italian Royal Decree, which has recently 
been published in the official gazette, relative 
to a new anchorage super-tax to be levied on 
vessels carrying cargo on deck. 

Under this Decree it is intended to impose a tax upon deck 
cargoes carried on the exempted deck spaces of vessels anchoring 
in Italian waters, by adding to the gross and nett tonnages the 
Space so occupied.

BRAZIL. 


H.M. Legation in Brazil reports that there are no railways in that 
country north of the Amazon, while to the south 
of the main stream of that river, the States of 
Amazonas, Pard, Maranhado, Matto Grosso, 
Goyaz, Piauhy, and the interior of Bahia are likely to continue for 
some time to be dependent on the rivers for their communications. 
The navigation of such waterways as the Madeira, Tocantins and 
Sao Francisco, and of the Plata system confinues to be of great 
national interest. Coasting trade and river navigation are by law 
confined to national companies, which, though very numerous, have 
hardly the resources to develop the interior, where progress is 
retarded by high freights and bad service. However, efforts are 
being made to avoid the rapids on the Madeira and Sado Francisco 
by means of railways, while a further benefit to the navigation of 
the latter river will be the railway from Rio to Pirapora, a river 
port in Minas Geraes. Corumbé and the southern ports of Matto

Communication. 
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Grosso are to be joined by railway with the Sdo Paulo lines, and 
this strategic line may be continued into the interior along the 
watershed which divides the Amazon and Plata basins; but at 
present trade from Sé&o Luis de Caceres and Corumbé on the river 
Paraguay, and even that of the Parana Valley, takes a southerly 
direction and affords freight for the many Brazilian steamship 
companies which have a service on those rivers.

MEXICO. 


The British Vice-Consul at Guadalajara (Mr. P. G. Holms) reports 
that owing to the low prices of silver and 
copper, but little mining has been done 
throughout the State of Jalisco. Some excite- 
ment has been caused by the exposure of large 
copper reserves in the District of Ameca, but attention is princi- 
pally turned to the great deposits of low-grade silver ore in the 
Hostotipaquillo region. ‘lo properly work this camp, cheap power 
is a prime necessity, and it is understood that the mines will be 
furnished with ample electrical power early in 1910. Electrical 
energy at the mines will cost about 100 dols. (10/.) per horse- 
power per annum. 

While the Hostotipaquillo district is notable for the magnitude 
of its low-grade ore deposits, it is as famous for the great richness 
of occasional pockets of high-grade mineral, which are encountered 
in the workings. Even during the present depression of the silver 
market, capital has been freely used in taking up claims and old 
mines on this field.

H.M. Legation in Brazil reports that at present minerals only pro- 
vide about 2 per cent. of Brazilian exports. 
Gold, diamonds, manganese and monazite sand 
are the principal.

grade, Morro Velho being the enly lode comparable with the Rand ; 
the Ouro Preto mine, the next largest, hardly pays expenses. There 
are a number of American companies dredging for diamonds, and 
the Germans monopolise the semi-precious stone trade. Many 
other minerals might be worked. Micaand asbestos exist in known 
quantities on estates, the owners of which have no money, and 
magnify the value of their property too much to dispose of it. 
Copper mines in Bahia and Maranhdo are waiting for transport 
facilities. Platinum and palladium have been found in large 
quantities. Meanwhile, Goyaz and Matto Grosso are practically 
unknown fields. The latter State has enormous deposits of man- 
ganese near Cuyabé, but the cost of transport down the river 
Paraguay is prohibitive. Alluvial gold in the rivers and old 
surface workings show the presence of that metal almost every- 
where. Iron is practically undeveloped, although Brazilian ore 
gives 60 per cent. of metallic iron. The beds are said to be the 
largest in the world, but freight rates are too high for an export 
trade to be done, and there is not sufficient fuel for smelting the 
iron in the country. This situation, says H.M. Legation, would 
be completely changed by the perfection of the processes of 
electric smelting, as Minas Geraes and almost every State in Brazil 
has abundant water power. All steel for use in the country could 
be manufactured there; even under existing circumstances an 
important steel plant is to be laid down in Rio de Janeiro which 
will utilise native iron.*

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BRAZIL, 

H.M. Legation in Brazil reports that the principal cattle-breeding 

States of that country are Minas Geraes, Sao 
Cattle Breeding. Paulo and Rio Grande do Sul, while there are 

enormous herds in Goyaz and Matto Grosso. 
The breeds, however, are native ones, and unfit for commercial 
purposes. Attention has been drawn to the subject by the agri- 
cultural congress and exhibition held in Rio de Janeiro in 1908. 
The question under discussion is the choice of animals fittest for 
importation, most breeds being subject to “ red water ’’ when intro- 
duced. The solution of this problem would apparently make Brazil 
independent of foreign supplies in the matter of cattle, if she could 
not compete as an exporter with Uruguay and the Argentine. 
Hitherto nothing has been done to help agriculture, but now Minas 
Geraes is leading the way by the establishment of model farms, 
and a great development may be looked for, the main difficulty 
at the present moment being want of transport. 





CHINA. 
The Acting British Consul at Changsha (Mr. W. M. Hewlett) has 
forwarded, under date of 28th July, the follow- 
ing particulars as to the prospects of the rice 
crop in Hunan :— 

In the north-east (central) districts of the province of Hunan 
the crops are all well forward and the prospects are excellent. 
Throughout the whole district the natives are confident of an 
exceptional harvest. In some places the early rice has actually 
been gathered and a second crop is well advanced. 

In the west of the province the early rice is considered as good 
as it possibly could be, and the natives expect an exceptional crop. 
It is too early to give any information regarding the prospects of 
the later crop, although it may be said that weather conditions are 
favourable 

In the extreme south of the province both officials and country 
people agree that the prospects of a good crop are assured. Jain 
fell when it was most desired, and it is not considered likely that 
a spell of dry weather would seriously affect the harvest. 

In the north-west (central) districts of the province floods have 
ruined the early rice in Changte and six other districts. The area 
of land actually under water is, however, comparatively small, and 
the production of the province as a whole will not be seriously 
affected by the failure in these districts. The reports from the 
remaining districts are no exception to the general satisfactory 
condition of the rice crop in Hunan. 

In the south-west of the province all reports are very optimistic. 

The above reports, says the Acting Consul, are the result of very 
careful personal observation and enquiry. He adds that, in addi- 
tion to these reports, information has been received which leads 
him to think that, given favourable weather when the harvest is 
gathered, this year promises to furnish a record crop.

TURKEY. 
The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, from 
H.M. Embassy at Constantinople, a copy of a 
Sale of Arms. note, dated 30th May, issued by the Turkish 
Inspector-General of Gendarmerie and Police, 
concerning the sale of arms in the Turkish Empire. 

According to the regulations contained in this note, the sale of 
arms is limited exclusively to duly authorised gunsmiths, and for- 
bidden to persons belonging to other trades. The sale of arms will 
not be allowed except to persons furnished with an authorisation 
procured from the Government, and due note of this authorisation, 
together with the name and address of the purchaser, and a des- 
cription of the article sold, must be made in a register specially 
kept for the purpose. Authorisations for the sale of arms will be 
issued by the Head Police Authorities at Stamboul as well as by 
the Mutessarifs of Pera and of Scutari. The authorisations must 
afterwards be returned for the purpose of verifying the registers 
kept by dealers.

The industry showed a fair, but not in any way remarkable, rate 
of growth from its commencement (in 1870) until the year 1895. 
At the latter date, however, a very striking development com- 
menced, coincident with the development of coal burning in the 
rotary kiln. 

The most striking feature connected with the Portland cement 
industry in the United States has been the steady decline in prices 
since its inception. The average price per barrel in the years 
1870-1880 was 12s. 6d.; in the years 1885-1888, 8s. 2d.; in 
1890-1892, 8s. 9d.; in 1894-1897, from 7s. 2d. to 6s. 6d. ; and in the 
years 1901-1908, from 5s. 2d. to $s. 6d. 

The United States Steel Corporation produced 4,535,300 barrels 
of the total production of 1908.

States owing to the inferior quality of American woollen 
goods. A considerable quantity of Australian wool is imported 
for mixing with the native product, which is not cleaned or 
freed from grease as thoroughly as that used in Bradford woollens. 
Canvas is imported from the United Kingdom, and hair cloth from 
the United Kingdom and Germany, though some domestic hair 
cloth is also used. Serge linings are extensively imported from 
the United Kingdom.

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Confidential Information. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade has 
for several years been in the habit of forwarding to Chambers of 
Commerce for the use of their members, but not for publication, 
information (chiefly as to openings abroad for British trade) to 
which it appeared desirable in British commercial interests to 
draw attention confidentially. The plan has met with general 
approval, and, in 1906, in order to attain more fully the purpose of 
the Board, namely, to reach all British manufacturers or traders 
interested, it was decided, on the recommendation of the Commer- 
cial Intelligence Committee, to supplement the above-mentioned 
system by opening at the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, 
Basinghall Street, E.C., a Register of British firms who desire to 
receive such confidential information relative to their respective 
trades as may come into the hands of the Branch. The Register 
was opened in January, 1907, and a considerable number of British 
firms have since applied and had their names inserted therein. 

British firms desiring to have their names entered in this 
Register should fill up and forward to the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch a form of application, copies of which may be obtained 
at the offices of the Branch. 

Admission to the Register, as well as the retention upon it of 
any firm, is at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

No charge is made for information supplied, but every firm 
admitted to the Register is required to become a subscriber to the 
“ Board cf Trade Journal” (and to register as such with the sale 
agents, Messrs. Wyman & Sons, Limited, Fetter Lane, London, 
E.C.; Messrs. Oliver & Boyd, Tweeddale Court, Edinburgh; or 
Mr. E. Ponsonby, 116, Grafton Street, Dublin), in order to ensure 
that those who wish to receive confidential information should 
first be in possession of all the official information relating to their 
particular trade which is published in that Journal. The annual 
subscription to the Journal, including postage, is 15s. 2d. 

The present scheme is provisional and experimental, and its 
continuance and future development will depend on the results of 
experience. 

Notr.—Apart from the special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Branch is always ready to answer enquiries on specific 
subjects as far as possible, in the interest of British trade.
